PRKACH TREE BORERS 

AUBURN, Ala. Farmers are 
advised to fight peach tree borers 
with paradichlorobenzene. 

“This chemical should be used 
only on trees four years old or 
older, as it is liable to do serious 
Camage to young trees,"’ says Ju- 
lian Brown, extension horticultur- 
ist of the Alabama Polytechnic In- 
stitute. ‘Borers on 1-, 2-, and 3- 
year-old trees should be controled 
by worming. For trees 4 and 5 
years old three-fourths ounce of 
the chemical should be used per 
tree; for 6-year-old trees, 1 ounce; 
and for very old trees with large 
trunks, 1144 ounces.” 

In North Alabama the paradich- 
lorobenzene should be applied Oc- 
tober 1-10; in Central Alabama, 
October 5-15; and in South Ala- 
bama, October 10-20.
